for the termination of tho races, and conse- 


sailing race at n future Regatta, a time 
limit of five o’clock should: be fixed upon, 
find that there should bo no shortening of 
the course under any circumstances, and 
that, if the first boat does not finish by five 
b o'clock, the race should be re-sailed 

- Tho start for these racea has always been 
fixed at 1.30-p.m. and the courge has always 
‘been only nine miles, and my contention is 
that, if fast boats, such as. those which we 
have now in the flect, cannot get round such 


‘a short courso in three hours and a half, the 


so called race can only bo considered as 
more or less of a drifting match and not o 
fair test of the speed of tho different boats. 

Nobody, I think, will contend that the 
two days’ racing. which has just concluded, 
furnished at all a satisfactory trial between 


tho campoting boats, and it would surely 
haye boon far better, under such cireum- 
gtances,-to have had-a-time-limit fixed, so 
that the races might either have beer sailed 
out. to the finish or, if the time limit were 
exceeded, re-sailed again under somo’ more 
suitable conditions of wind.
